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• mer poional secretary, Eve- 
lyn Lincoln, disclose that the 
slides and probably the brain, 
which was remov^ from the 
t)ody in the autopsy in 19S3 
and was preserve in a con- 
tainer of formalin, were deliv- 
ered in a locked chest to a 
reprcsentathe of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy in 1965. 

When the autopsy materials 
were placed in the NaUonal 
.\rchives by 1966 by Burite 
Marshall, a rep resent ative of 
the Ka^nnedy family, the 
slides, the brain and possibly 
some other items were w)t in- 
cluded.
